SACRAMENTO (API - De­ 
mocrats held control of the le­ 
gislature today, leaving Republi­ 
cans wondering what price they 
will have to pay for challenging 
tbs leadership of he Assembly 
and Senate, 
Assembly Speaker Jesse M, 
I'.mih, 
D-Inglewood, was re- 
elected Monday on i 42-38 party 
line vote. Senate President pro 
tern Hugh M, Bums, !>*Fresno, 
won Republican support to keep 
his job, 27-12. 
Assembly 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats planned to meet in 
closed-door 
caucuses 
today. 
GOP leaders said they will dis­ 
cuss Gov. Reagan’s legislative 
program, along with other Re­ 
publican bills planned for 1968. 


Tough Year Ahead 
Republicans in both houses 
predicted a tough vear for Rea­ 
gan’s “ Creative Society” legis- 


lation with partisan lines drawn 
firmly on the first day of the 
session. Democrats hold a mar­ 
gin of four in the Assembly and 
are tied with Republicans in the 
40-member Senate. 
“ I have no intention of taking 
any 
reprisals,” 
Unruh 
told 
newsmen 
when asked 
if he 
would remove Republicans from 
committee chairmanships, 
“ I have no retribution in my 
soul, no vengeance,” Unruh la­ 
ter told the Assembly. “ I am 
always willing to forgive, if not 
to forget.” 
Unruh placed the blame for 
the Republican drive to unseat 
him on Reagan. ‘‘A Republican 
who would vote *or me now 
probably would be drawn and 
quartered,” he told a news con­ 
ference. 
Republicans are chairmen of 
10 of the Assembly’s 26 com­ 
mittees. 


"Mr. Unruh was very concil­ 
iatory in his talk and we’ll have 
to wait and see,” said Assem­ 
blyman Don Mulford, R-Pied- 
mont, chairman of the lower 
house GOP caucus. 
Assembly Minority Leader Ro­ 
bert T. Monagan, R-Tracy, said 
it’s possible Republicans would 
lose? important committee jobs 
“ but Mr. Unruh does that at 
his own peril.”

The reason is that there is 
an automatic safety play in the 
spade s u i t . Unless ail four 
spades show up in one hand, 
declarer has no problems at 
all. It all four show up in thei 
East hand there is nothing to 
be done about it, but declarer 
can protect himself from four 
spades in the West hand by 
leading his queen of spades at 
trick two. 
West will take his ace and 
lead anything. It makes no dif­ 
ference to South who will get to 
his hand with the ace of clubs 
to lead a second spade. West’s 
best play will be to put up the 
nine or ten, but it won’t help 
him. South will get back to his 
hand with a diamond, pick up 
West’s last two spades, and go 
on to the next rubber.

This year The National Foimdation-M a r c h of 
Dime's looks back on 30 \e a rs of accom plishm ent in 
the health field and looks ahead to further accom ­ 
plishm ent. 
Founded by President Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
1938 to fight polio, the voluntary health organization 
su c ce e d s beyond all expectations when in 19.>.s it 
presented the world with polio vaccine. 
The M arch of Dimes record of achievem ent has 
been unequaled by any other health organization. Its 
pioneering work in basic and clinical research has af­ 
fected the entire course of medicine. 
Especially in virology, the Foundation sponsored 
studies which actually laid the groundwork for m any 
developm ents of w hat is now' known as “ the biological 
revolution.”

Can we have it both w ays?

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14% of Elderly 
Report Loneliness

The Pomona Valley Council on Aging has 
discovered that 14 per cent of the people over 
55 answering the social census taken in Po­ 
mona in August are lonely. 


Six questions on 100 forms were used for a 
prelim inary report on the census, the first 
to be released. Tabulation will be completed 
with the use of Pom ona’s data processing 
equipm ent in the near future, according to 
Wendell F. Johnson, president of the Pomona 
Valley Council on Aging, which sponsored the 
survey with the help of Teen Post m em bers. 


In the tabulation m ade by Johnson, severe 
loneliness was reported by 6 per cent of the 
people and 8 per cent said they were “ some­ 
what lonely.” 


Johnson estim ates that with 11,000 persons 
over 65 in Pomona and its environs, about 
1,500 lonely old people live in the area. 


He said he hopes that the Council on Ag­ 
ing can organize a corps of volunteers to 
m ake regular calls, by telephone or in person, 
on at least some of these people. 


Former Football Star 


One of the questions asked the elderlv, 
Johnson said, was whether they would be will­ 
ing to make such calls on other needy, lonely 
old people 
About one-fourth of those inter­ 
viewed said they would be glad to do this. 
Although about half of the older residents 
interviewed still have an automobile, trans­ 
portation is a problem for many. Some dis­ 
satisfaction with Pomona’s bus service was 
expressed, but only a few indicated the reason 
for this dissatisfaction. Those who did give 
reasons mentioned lack of service on Sunday 
and in some cases the long distance to a bus 
route. However, 35 per cent of those inter­ 
viewed were satsfied with the sendee. 
Despite the existence of elaborate pro­ 
gram s for medical care for low - income 
groups, 7 per cent of those interviewed re­ 
ported some difficulty in getting medical care 
and 8 per cent have trouble paying for the 
medical service they need. The Council on Ag­ 
ing is making an effort to get funds from local 
and state sources to open a part-tim e office 
to assist the elderly.
